Scheme for Isolation of Resi- 
dences and Commercial Build- 
ings Outlined to Committee. 


Explanation of the plan for “zon- 
ing’ St. Louts to establish residential, 
industrial and mercantile centers, 
was given to the Aldermanic Legis- 


lation Committee by Hanland Bathol- 
omew, engineer, and members of 
the City Plan Commission, yesterday. 

The City Plan Commission has 
been making a survey of conditions 
in the city’ to determine what areas 
are most suitable for these uses. 

In addition to segregating homes, 
factories and commercial establish- 
ments, the City Plan Commission's 
echeme contemplates regulating the 
height and area of buildings to in- 
eure proper sanitary conditions and 
eafeguard against congestion. The 
height of buildings in the commercial 
district and on certain important 
thoroughfares, such as Grand ave- 
nue, Olive street, Washington avenue 
and Locust street, 
to 150 feet.

now exceed that height. Taller 


would be limited | 
The survey disclosed ‘submit a complete report on 
17 buildings in St. Louis | 


several business streets under spe- 
cial conditions. - 

In “high class” residential sections, 
the Commission proposed regulations 
would permit buildings to occupy 
but 50 per cent of the area of lots, 
except at the corner of streets, where 
60 per cent of the plot’ could be 

used. In the “second district’”’ build- 
ings could cover 60 per cent of “‘in- 
side’”’ lots and 79 per cent of .corner 
lots. 

The restrictions advocated by the 
City Plan Commission would not be 
retroactive, but would govern only 
the future development of the city. 
As existing buildings were replaced, 
the regulations would apply. 


Engineer Bartholomew told the 


‘|Aldermen that the district bounded 


by Cass avenue, the river, Chouteau 
avenue and Grand av enue could not 
be rehabilitated as aie residential 
section. In a large part of this dis- 
trict no permit for a residence has 
been sought in more than five years. 

The next commercial develop- 
ment should be in the section bound- 
ed by Taylor avenue on the west 
and have its’center in the neighbor- 
hood of Grand avenue and Olive 
street, the commission believes. This 
would include Vandeventer place. 

I‘ew Isolated Stores Flourish. 

The commission’s investigations 
disclosed that 75 per cent of the 
store buildings erected in residence 
neighborhoods, and isolated from 
commefcial groups, are vacant. Bar- 
tholomew said this demonstrated 
that business is fostered by compe- 
tition and advertising resulting from 
the grouping of mercantile estab- 
lishments.

“I believe all of us are ready to 
prolong this war, as terrible as it is, 
until we can get a clean peace,” said 
the leader of the opposition in the 
House of Lords. 

Lord Lansdowne said the time fot 
obtaining such a peace should not be 
too long delayed and that no oppor- 
tunity should be neglected to bring it 
nearer. 

“By a clean peace I mean a peace 
which will be honorable and dur- 
able,” he said.

Among the reasons 
which led him to write the letter was 
the fact that he was convinced that 
a great many people were perplexed 
and uneasy because they did not 
know clearly the objects for which 
the country was asked to prolong 
He added:

President Wilson in a proclamation 
to take in hotels, restaurants and 
clubs which do their own baking, to 
include thousands of small bakers 
heretofore exempt, and to cover the 
manufacture of bread of every kind, 
including cake, crackers, biscuits, 
Pastry and other bakery products. 

At the same time the President 
put under license all importers and 
distributers of green coffee to pre- 
vent. speculative prices in the coffee 
market. All licenses must be  ob- 
tained by eb. 4, when the new reg- 
ulations become effective. 

Bakers already under license are 
those who use not less than 10 bar- 
rels of flour a month. Hereafter the 
limit will be placed at three barrels. 

A new set of baking regulations, is- 
fued by the Food Administration to 
accompany the proclamation, limits 
the amount of flour bakers may pur- 
chase, makes changes in the quan- 
tity of ingredients other than flour 
used in bread manufacture and pre- 
scribes other changes in bakers’ 
practices.

The significance of the strikes and protests of 
'German working men is that their objects, ac- 
cording to reports leaking through the rigid cen- 
sorship, are not only economic but political. They 
| include equal suffrage with the secret ballot, 
democratization of state institutions, the right 
of public meeting, release of political prisoners, 
immediate peace without annexations or. indem- 
nities and participation in peace councils by rep- 
resentatives of labor. 

Undoubtedly the prime causes of the German 
turmoil are the sacrifices and sufferings of the 
German people under the rule of their self-con- 
stituted masters and guardians. It is always so. 
‘The failures of autocracy presage its collapse. 
Sedna imperial military masters assume control 
of a nation’s will and destiny and demand im- 
plicit obedience, they must in the end give an 
| accounting of their stewardship. They must sat- 
‘isfy those who submit to their rule. 
| The German people have submitted freely to 
‘the rule of their privileged masters, relying upon 
‘glittering promises of a great, powerful and 
[wealthy empire. They have trusted. them and 
|co-operated with them on the theory that the 
glory and gain of the masters would be the glory 
‘and gain of the people. 
| Under the leadership of Prussia and the Hohen- 
| zollern dynasty the German empire has realized 
‘rich gains through conquest. But imperial am-

can be traced. Through its enforced contributions 
to the guarantee fund, the sound bank of pro- 
gressive but watchful methods is penalized for the 
benefit of banks of incapacity and reckless meth- 
ods. 

By placing a limit on the amount to which the 
guarantee applies—$2000 or $3000 or, as the Comp- 
troller suggests, $5000—the force of these objec- 
tions is diminished.

The New Wilson of War Time 


Studious Recluse in the White House, Withdrawn More 
Than Ever From Contact With the World—Read- 
ing, Writing and Thinking in His Sanctum— 
Steals Away for a Game of Golf Be- 
fore Addressing Congress.

AVE on those momentous 
S days when he goes to the 


Capitol to address the House 
of Congress, President Wilson is 
seldom seen either by official or 
unofficial Washington. As the 
world war goes on and the strain 
of nations comes nearer the break- 
ing poimt, the intellectual com- 
mander of the allies withdraws 
more deeply into the seclusion of 
his study. 

The White House of today is a 
vastly different place from what 
it was during our last war, in 1898, 
with Spain, when McKinley dwell 
there, or, goimg further back, to 
Civil War days, when Lincoln 
often paced its floors in sleepless 
nights. 

Presidents have changed, times 
have changed, but greater than all 
other changes are the daily life 
and official routine of the Execu- 
trve Mansion prescribed and fot- 
lowed by Woodrow Wilson. It 3s 
no longer the open-doored heac- 
quarters of American Government, 
the popular throne of democracy, 
the first visiting place of travelers 
and tourists. 

Higher and higher have grown 
the intangible barriers to free and 
easy access. More and more has 
the President withdrawn himself 
from personal contact with the po- 
litical and business world. Less 
and less does the public see and 
know of his daily life. Fierce light 
is supposed to beat upon thrones, 
but it is dimmed and non-pene- 
trating on the White House. 

In the first two years of Mr. 
Wilson’s administration he saw 
more callers in a week than he 
does now in a year, and he dis- 
cussed affairs of state compara- 
ttvely freely with them. He kept 
regular business hours in that an- 
nex to the mansion known as the 
executive offices. There he had a 
desk at which he worked in a 
semi-circular room, decorated pale 
green, with windows looking out 
on beautiful gardens. 

In this room he received twice a 
week a group of newspaper corre 
spondents with whom he some- 
times cracked jokes end familiar- 
lv called them his unofficial Cabi- 
net. From 10 to 1 o’clock he saw 
also a stream of callers by ap- 
pointment—Senators, Representa- 
tives, delegations from all parts 
of the country, and friendly vis- 
itors. Adjoining is a larger room 
in which the Cabinet was wont to 
meet with unfailing regularity on 
Tuesdays and Fridays. 

When Wilson Rubbed Elbows. 


OMETIMES Mr. Wilson. went 
S over to the Press Club and 
to Gridiron dinners and vis- 
ited unexpectedly the homes of 
friends. With easy freedon» he 
walked the streets of Washington 
and went to different golf clubs to 
play over their links. In those 
days he gave the impression of an 
intellectual individual rather awk- 
wardly trying to touch elbows with 
the world and making commend- 
able progress. 

A vastly different atmosphere 
envelops the White House today, 
produced partly by the dangers 
and necessities of war and partly 
by a change in the President's 
own habits and inclinations. The 
desk in the pale green room of the 
executive offices is seldom occu- 


U 


pied. The discussions of public 
affairs with the newspaper corres- 
pondents have long since been dis- 
continued. The posted list of call- 
ers by appointment seldom ap- 
pears. Cabinet meetings are fre- 
quently omitted. , Senators and 
Representatives complain that 
they cannot get to the President. 

How, then, does the President 
spend his days, what is his rou- 

Sine, and in what manner does he 
vorder his affairs? The shortest pos- 
sible answer would be the three 
words, ‘‘Reading, writing, think- 
ing.”’ 

Most of his waking hours are 
spent within the White House. On 
the second floor, looking out over 
the gardens to the rear, he has a 
favorite room, fitted up as a com- 
bination library and office, where 
most of his work is done. 

There, writing for himself on a 
little typewriter, .was composed 
the message that launched Ameri- 
ca into the war and all the subse- 
quent messages which the world 
has eagerly read. 

Only closest intimates are ad- 
mitted to this sanctum. The com- 
paratively few callers who get to 
see Mr. Wilson these days are, as 
a rule, invited to the residential 
part of the White House, not to 
the office annex, and are received 
in one of the main floor parlors. 

The President is not an early 
riser, like some of his predecessors 
who had the daybreak habit. He 
prefers late night hours to the 
sunrise, but frequently he will sur- 
prise his staff by turning over to 
them an immense amount of work 
accomplished by 9 o'clock in the 
morning. 

Little Leisure for Exercise. 
NDER the insistence of Rear 

‘Admiral Grayson, the Pres- 

ident has learned the neces- 
sity of exercise and outdoor air. 
But how to get it between the 
watchful restrictions of Secret 

Service guards and the insistent 
demands of official work is his 
hardest problem. 

Dr. Grayson is probably’ the 
President’s closest companion, his 
physician, his friend and his golf 
opponent. Many a morning they 
steal away together to a secluded 
course across the Potomac in Vir- 
ginia for a few hours on the links, 
unrecognized and undisturbed. A 


“notable instance of this ocourred 


on the recent day Mr. Wilson wen 
suddenly before Congress to state 
America’s war aims and terms of 
peace. 

From 9:30 until noon he was 
missing, playing a round of golf 
with. Dr. Grayson to clear his taxed 
brain and steady his hand for ap- 
pearance in the House of Repre- 
sentatives at 12°30 o'clock. He was 
there on the miaute. 

In Lincoln’s Civil War days and 
in McKinley's brief Spanish War 
period, the President's affices were 
in the main part of the White 
House, second floor. Throngs of 
people entered through the front 
door and tramped up the stairs 
with the freedom of an un- 
restrained democracy. 

Not so today. The iron gates at 
the street entrances are closed and 
guarded. Only the little side gate 
leading to the Executive Offices 
stands open during the day, 
watched by intelligent policemen,
